The council of each mtinicipals 
ity is authorized to appoint accom 
mittee of two or more of its offi. 
cers, tu be known as the fair price 
committee. The names of the com- 
are to be submitted (> the ‘minis. 
ter of labor, who will authorize it 
to investigate 

The amount of any necéssary; 
of life held for sale in the munici- 
pality at any time, the time when 
acquired ; the cost within fhe mu-' 
nicipality of such necessary’o/ life 
including all charges; the price at 
which the necessary is held for 
sale; the sale price whieh in the 
opinion of the committee. would 
be just and‘reasonable; amount 
of wastage or destruction and the 
reason for same; fair rental value 
of any dwelling held or offered for 
rental within the municipality. 

For such purpose the committee 
is to have the powers of a con:is- 
sioner appointed under the prov- 
isions of part of the inquiries act. 

The provision made for publica- 
tion of account of prices reads: 

Immediately on the close of the 
investigation, the said committee 
shall report their findings to the 
minister of labor and to the coun- 
eil by which they are appointed, 
and shall then publish in the 
paper or in papers published at the 
nearest point thereto, the;fair 
price to the consumers in that mu- 
nicipality of the necessaries of life 
investigated. 

When in the opinion of the.com- 
mittee or of the council, there is 
evidence disclosing an offense ag- 
ainst the cost of living regulations 
either the committee or the coun- 
cil may take such proceedings as 
they may deem proper, or may re- 
mit the evidence to the attorney- 
general of the province for action. 

It is further provided that, ex- 
cept in investigations held by a 
price committee, whenever, in the 
opinion of the minister of labor 
thefe is evidénce disclosing any 
offence against the regulations, 
the minister ‘‘shall take such pro- 
ceedings as he deems necessary, 
or shall remit the evidence to the 
attorney general of the province 
for such action as he may wish to 
institute. 

‘‘Every person who holds or off- 
ers for sale, or sells or provides or 
furnishes for consumption at a 
price, whether upon the premises 
which he occupies. or not, any nee- 
essary of life, shall sell it, or pro- 
vide or furnish the same for con- 
sumption at a price not higher 
than is reasonable and just; and 
any person who. leases or holds or 
offers for rental. any property, 
shall lease the same at a rental not 
higher than is reasonable and 
just.’”’ 

Contravention of the regulat- 
ions imposes liability to a penalty 
not exceeding five thousand doll- 
ars or to imprisonment for two 
years, or to both fine and impris- 
onment. 
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Packing or Harrowing of Fall 
Ploughing 
—o— 


The importance of conserving 
moisture has received particular 
emphasis because of the vagaries 
of last.season, when no moisture 
fell during the early part of the 
year when the crops were making 
their heaviest demand on their 
moisture supply, but when liberal 
amounts of rain came during Au- 
gust. This late supply of mois- 
ture, if properly safeguarded, 
should be available for next year’s 
growing period, and constitute a 
considerable assurance of prompt 
germination and satisfactory early 
growth in spring. 

In order that crops may make 
a satisfactory beginning, timelin- 
es8 1n seeding is important, and the 
possibility of getting seed in 
promptly depends much on the 
amount of fall work done and the 
manner in which this work is per- 
formed. It is important that as 
iunuch fall ploughing as possible 
done; that this ploughing be 
done to a depth of six inches, and 
that as the ploughing proceeds the 
day ’s work of the plough be gone 
over with the packer or drag har 
row. If the ploughing is left un 
tion of air through the relatively 
attion of air through the relatively 
large ujterspaces between the soil 
particles, with the resultant with 
drawal of moisture from the soil 
to the atmosphere, where it is of 
uo value for next year’s crop It 
is particularly important that the 
work with the packer and harrow
